Afa, Iofias,were famous kings of Iuda. Aſa 
commaunded Iuda to ſecke the Lorde God of 


theirfathers, and to doe according to the lawe 
and commandement, 2. Chtox.14. lofias com- 
pelled his ſubiects to ſerue the Lord their God, 
2. Chron. 34. So did Manaſles after his conuer- 
fion, 2.Chron.;3. If it were lawfull for theſe 
kings of Inda, to commaundand compell their 
ſubie&es , it is not vnlawfull for ours to doe the 
like. Ttit be notlawfull to compel! recuſants, 
why are Aſa, Ioftas, Manaſſes , commendedby 
the holy ghoſt for this excellent courſe? 

Ezra was alearned Scribe : he was authori- 
ſed by the king of Perſia, to teach thembeyond 
the riuer Euphrates the lawe of God, which did 
not know it , and to puniſh ſuch as refuſed to 
learne. Artaxerxes warrant is fet downein this 
ſorte : And thou Ezra(after the wiſdome of thy God, 
that «in thine hand, ſect indges andarbiters, which

may tudacallihe proplethat i beyond the riuer, enen

The Egyptians and Aſlyrians were geadly e- 
nemies : they denied trafftique one to an other, 
and all paſſages were ſhut vp betweene Egypt 
and Aſlyria. Eſay deſcribing agreatalteration 
of mindes in them of Egypt and Aſlyria, fayth , 
that There ſhallbe apath from Egypt to Aſſar : and. 
Afſur ſhall come into ETypt ; and E gypt into Aſſur . 
The reaton of their agreement, 1s ſet downe in 
theſe wordes: The Egyptians ſhallworſhip(the Lord) 
with Aſſur. Eſay 19. 

Where idolatrie is aduanced , no peace can 
belooked for. They choſe newe gods, faith Debo- 
rah, Then was warre in the gates . Inaz.s. The 1ſ- 
raelites for a long time were without the true God, 
without Prieſt to teach : In that time ,1ſaith the Pro- 
phet Azariah, there was no peace : for nation was 
deſtroyed of nation, and citie of citie. 2. Chron. x 5. 


TheReubenites,Gadites,and halfe tribe of Ma- 


naſleh, tranſereſſed azainſt the God of their fathers, 
and went a whoring after the gods of the people of the 
lande , whome God had deſtroyed before them : The 
God of 1ſrael ſtirred wp the ſpirit of the kings of Aſſy- 
ria, who caryed them away captine, ec. 1.Chron. x. 
Iehoram theking of Inda, did forſake the Lorde 
God of his fathers: the conſequents were : E- 
dom, Libnah , rebelled: the Lorde ſtirred up againſt 
Tehoram , the ſpirit of the Philiſtines and Arabians . 
BY WL 2. Chron. 
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2.Chron.21. King Ahaz was a notable idolater: 
He ſacrificed tothe gods of Damaſcus : the Edomites, 
and Philiſtines inuaded the cities of Inda, andprenat- 
lcd: Yea, the king of Aſſiria, whoſe helpe Ahaz 
deſired, and accounted greatly of, did rreable 
and not ftrengthen him. 2 Chron. 2g. Tehoiakim 
theking of Indazdid euil in the fightofthe Lord 
his God: The king of Babel came wp againſt him, 
and bound him with chaines to carie him to Babel. 
2.Chron. 30, at} | 
They which diſſent inreligion, cannor bee 
- knit faſt together. The Samaritanes and Iewes 
differed in religion : they contended about the 
Temple. 10h. 4. The ſtirre berwcene them was 
verie great. Some in the Apoſtles times after 
Chriſtes aſcenſion, vrged circumciſion as ne- 
ceſlarie vnto ſaluation: other condemned it as 
an ab{urde and grofle error. The ſtirre was great 
inthe Churches of Antiochia and Galatia . A- 
rius erred blaſphemouſly about the godhead of 
Chriſt: Alexander the biſhop of Alexandria, 
both miflyked and condemned his filthic here- 
fie. Socrar.lib. r.cap,6. There was horte ſtirre in 
the Charch of Alexandria. The Lords arke,and 
the Philiſtines Dagon : the Epheſians Diana, 
_ andPauls preaching : Poperie, andthe Goſpell 
cannotſtand together. 
Aſa wasareligious Prince:he ſuppreſſed ido- | 
| latrie and planted Gods religion. The kingdome | 
was quiet before him, and he vanquiſhed the Ethio- | 


prans.

Ioſaphat was a zealous promoter ofthe Lords 
religion. Almightic God crowned him with this 
bleſſing : The feare of the Lorae fell upon all the 
kingdomes of the lande that were round about Tndah, 
and they fought not again#t Toſaphat: the Philiztines 
brought to 1 faem iftes and tribute ſiluer : the Ara- 
bians brouzht him flockes both of rammes and goates.

Vzziah the King of Iuda,proſpered/o long 25 he 
ſought the Lord. Almightie God helped him again#t 
the _ and _Arabians: the CAmmonites gaue 
him tribute , aud his name was famous euen vnto
